“Mr. McCann's viewpoint on the subject of foods was developed 
largely from an instinctive notion that pure food is better than adul- 
terated food, that fresh food is superior to decaying food, and that 
natural food will maintain life and vigor, whereas that which has been 
changed by refining processes or chemical treatment is inevitably 
outrage upon Nature. He has held that this is the 
sense, but after twenty years of study of the literature of nutrition, 
during which time his researches have covered practically every 
treatise on the subject in the English language and many translations, 
he finds that every scientific fact and experiment justifies and proves 
his convictions.

Imagine, if 
you can, the revolutionary change in the thought and spirit of the 
world if only a few out of every hundred men developed this attitude 
upon the subject of mental uncleanliness!”

“There never was any one like MeCann—there never was any one 
whose work resembles his. There never was any one in the food busi- 
ness whose activities made so many strong friends and so many bitter 
enemies.
